Plan to Take 
Full 16 Months

WASHINGTON (API - The 
Pentagon is aiming to complete 
the revolutionary reorganization 
of the Army's Reserve forces in 
about 16 months. 
Key officers of the National 
Guard and the Army Reserve 
have been told in secret brief­ 
ings that the objective date for 
final action is the end of March 
1966. 
It is expected that Guard and 
Reserve outfits will go to sum­ 
mer training next year in their 
present form, some of these of­ 
ficers 
told 
The 
Associated 
Press. 
The Army staff, aided by 
Guard and Reserve officials, 
already has begun the difficult 
job of working up solutions for 
the problems involved in shift­ 
ing 150.000 Armv Reservists and 
their 
units 
to 
the 
National 
Guard 
One of the first jobs to be han­ 
dled is the drafting of a 
troop 
list." This involves surveying 
the 4.000 Reserve umU to decide 
which 2 OOO or so will fit into the 
expanded Guard organizations, 
and how they will be distributed 
among the states 
Such a troop list — which is 
really only a beginning point for 
the reorganization _ is not ex­ 
pected to be ready before mid- 
February. At that time. the 
states will know what units they 
will lose and what units they 
will gain 
Plans are being made to brief 
state governors, who have a 
powerful say under the law as 
to the disposition of the National 
Guard within their states. 
Questions poured in on the 
Pentagon from reservists un­ 
sure of where they stand Many 
of these questions cannot be an­ 
swered now , or the basis of the 
skeleton plan outlined by McNa­ 
mara last Saturday. Many will 
have to wait months for clarifi­ 
cation. 
Among the pending questions 
are the^e- What should individ­ 
ual 
Army 
Reservists do 
in 
preparation

switch? 
What will happen to the college 
ROTE program? Since there 
still are racially segregated Na­ 
tional Guard units in the South, 
will reserv ists be placed in such 
segregated units** What should 
draft age youths do about sign­ 
ing up in Reserve programs0 
Apart from individual prob­ 
lems. the states are interested 
in such questions as the disposi­ 
tion of Army Reserve armories. 
A wide range of such matters 
remain to bt' resolved over the 
coming months. 
At his news conference Satur­

certain respects. 
He indicated a sizable cut in 
the six-month training program.

duty for a half year of training, 
then return to complete their 
obligated service in the Reserve 
or Guard. 
"We take into the training 
organizations for that purpose 
in excess of 100.000 men a year, 
150.000 men in some years." Mc­ 
Namara said "Now. that num­ 
ber will bt* cut very substantial­ 
ly. probably cut 50,000." 
Another matter of concern to 
thousands of men involves re­ 
tirement credits. 
One reporter asked: ‘ What 
will happen to a man s pension 
rights if he has 15 or 16 years rn 
and there is no place for him rn 
the Guard0 Dins he lose ail the 
points he has earned0 " 
In 
reply 
McNamara 
said: 
"Let me say we are not going to 
maintain a pension system or 
maintain an organization jus* to 
support a man s desire to obtain 
a federal pension 
The defense secretary assert­ 
ed that "if there is no military 
requirement for the men he 
can't continue to build retire­ 
ment credits." 
He also told newsmen: "My 
guess is that we will find it pos­ 
sible to offer positions in the 
realigned structure to every 
individual who wishes to contin­ 
ue to serve in the Reserve 
forces."

British Jail 
Birds Strike 
Pay Dirt

LONDON 
(NEA) - Crime 
may not pay, but some British 
jail birds are striking pay dirt 
as a result of a new prison 
policy which 
encourages the 
arts. 
An ex-convict who served five 
years for car-stealing has just 
hit the big money with a novel 
written while he was an unwill­ 
ing guests at lonely Dartmoor 
I prison. The best-seller's title: 
! “Young and Sensitive." 
A Mass written by an inmate 
of the Broadmoor asylum for 
the criminally insane has just 
collected a musical award. 
A gypsy scrap iron dealer, 
who has twice been reprieved 
from the death sentence after 
being convicted of captial mur­ 
der, has captured first prize 
for the third year running in 
an arts and crafts competition 
run for Her Majesty's prison­ 
ers. 
Teh story of Christ's cruci­ 
fixion told in criminals’ slang 
has won a literary prize in the 
same competition. 
Th? man responsible for this 
nourishing of the arts behind 
gray prison walls is Arthur 
Koestler, 59-year-old author of 
.“Darkness at Noon." who him­ 
self has done time in Spanish, 
i French and (for six weeks) 
British prisons. 
i 
Bom in Budapest and educat­ 
ed in Vienna, Koestler was at 
one time a Comintern agent. 
He broke with the Stalinists af­ 
ter the Spanish Civil War to be­ 
come a leading anti-Communist 
intellectual He is now a nat­ 
uralized British subject. 
With his own prison experi­ 
ence in mind. he instituted the 
Koestler 
Award 
Scheme 
rn 
1960, donating $1,200 in yearly 
prizes for 
the 
best writing 
painting and music done by 
men or women prisoners. 
“The worst thing that can 
happen in prison is the death 
of the spirit," explains Koest­ 
ler, who saw death at first 
hand in Franco jails, and is 
now a leading opponent of cap^ 
ital punishment. “ A bloke needs 
a spark to keep him alive.” 
The results have been grat­ 
ifying. This year nearly 300 
prisoners completed for prizes. 
They were required to purchase 
(he materials used by them 
from private cash earnings or 
from money sent in for this 
purpose.

Robson wrote much of his nov­ 
el by matchlight. 
“After midnight I Just had to 
lie awake and think and use up 
all my matches to make notes," 
he relates. 
The majority of works come 
from maximum security pri­ 
sons such as Parkhurst, Wake­ 
field and Dartmoor, where the 
men are locked up for long 
stretches. 
One 
of 
the 
most 
curious 
items on view in a London ex­ 
hibit is a folio of documents 
executed in decorative script 
by a Parkhurst inmate. These 
include a death sentence and a 
medical report on 
the con­ 
demned prisoner. 
The same penman is respon- 
! sible for the story of the cruci­ 
fixion written in prison slang. 
Its opening lines: 
“Judas turned out to be a 
grass and shopped Jesus to the 
law for 30 pieces of silver. Lat­ 
er he topped himself, but no 
one cared."

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Gromyko Still 
Peddles Old 
Red Line

UNITED NATIONS (NEA) - 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko has been serving new 
masters since Nikita Khrush­ 
chev's fall from power. But he 
is still peddling the old line 
about * American imperialism ’ 
The dour-faced Russian's per­ 
formance at the United Nations 
must have been a disappoint­ 
ment to some optimistic Wash­ 
ington diplomats who usually 
predict a “softer” Soviet policy 
after each shake - up in the 
Kremlin. But the Reds refuse 
to oblige them . 
Where the non - Communist 
world - especially the United 
States - is concerned they be­ 
lieve in business as usual, no 
matter who sits on the top in 
the Kremlin. 
For the present at least, U S. 
Ambassador Adlai Stevenson is 
dealing with the Russians gin­ 
gerly rn an effort to avoid a 
showdown 
with 
Moscow 
He 
hopes to convince them to pay 
the debts of some 53 million 
dollars they owe the United Na­ 
tions for its various peace-keep­ 
ing operations. 
But is it wise American policy 
to negotiate patiently behind 
:he scenes while Moscow is 
winning the propaganda battle? 
Even in diplomacy too much 
patience or a vacillating policy 
is not always a virtue. 
Next time the Russians hurl 
the usual charge of colonialism 
at the United States. Ambassa­ 
dor Stevenson could at least re­ 
mind them publicly of Mao Tse- 
j lungs recent 
interview 
witn 
Japanese leftists. 
It certainly takes a Red to 
catch a Red. As reported by 
Asian diplomats. Red China s 
ruler minced no words in his 
talk with the Japanese. “ Russia 
has grabbed far too much terri- 
riiory belonging to other peo­ 
ple," be said bluntly. 
Mao cited the South Kurile 
Islands, claimed by Japan; Out­ 
er Mongolia. Russia's satellite, 
and - believe it or not - “parts 
of Eastern Europe.” 
He said among other things: 
“Approximately IOO years ago 
the entire territory east of Lake 
Baikal became Russian terri­ 
tory. Since then Vladivostok. 
Khabarovsk. Kamthcatka and 
other areas are the territory of 
the Soviet Union." 
Mao Tse - lung warned 
“I 
have yet to call for an account 
concerning this list of terri­ 
tories.” 
Could there be a more dra­ 
matic emphasis on the depth of 
the national and political aspects 
of die Russian-Chmese conflict? 
When the Kremlin leaders 
first learned of Mao’s provoca­ 
tive interview with the Japa­ 
nese leftists, they were under­ 
standably indignant. Here was 
riT indeed a case of the Marxist- 
Leninist pot calling the Marxist- 
Leninisl kettle black. 
Moscow instructed the Rus­ 
sian ambassador in Peking to 
ask for a .diplomatic “explana­ 
tion.” But instead of apologiz­ 
ing to the Russian envoy. Wang 
Ping-nan. Red China's deputy 
foreign minister, told him: “lf 
Mao Tse-tung said you were 
imperialists, I agree with hun “ 
j To add insult to injury, anoth­ 
er top Chinese Red, Premier 
Chou En-lai himself, repeated 
Mao’s charge against Moscow 
h i 
in a statement to a Japanese 
XjL newspaper. “Russia is today 
the most aggressive colonialist 
44k nation,” Chou said. 
It is thus the concensus of 
specialists on communism that 
the Russians, for all their bluff 
and bluster, need the United 
Nations now more than ever as 
a “third force” and a propa­ 
ganda forum not only against 
the 
United States 
but also 
against Red China. 
They are not likely to leave 
the United Nations, despite Mos­ 
cow’s threats, lf pressed a bit 
harder, they are likely even to 
meet their financial obligations 
to the UJf —provided President 
Johnson's liberal advisers do not 
throw in the towel too soon.

Town to Have 
New Central 
Air Conditioning

WASHINGTON (CPD - Ever 
since men began living together 
rn communities, they've been 
arranging to provide some of 
life's necessities in common. 
First it was soldiers and pas­ 
tures. Then water and sewage 
systems, police a n d firemen, 
streets and sidewalks and in 
some cases electric power,

Now it s air conditioning. 
Lake Anne Village at Reston. 
Va., will be the first complete 
town to be air conditioned from 
a central plant The village is 
the first of seven that will be 
built by 1960 to form a self- 
sufficient city of 75.000 in the 
rolling hills and woodlands 18 
miles from the nation s capital. 
Heat will be picked up in the 
village's 
town 
houses, 
apart­ 
ments and stores and trans­ 
ferred as warm water through 
nealry two miles of underground 
piping 
to 
a 
central 
cooling 
plant. 
The plant will be equipped 
with electric - powered centrifu­ 
gal 
water chilling 
machines 
with a total capacity of 1.200 
I tons. 
The heat will be removed 
i from the machines by water 
pumped from Lake Anne, a 
man - made lake around which 
the village clusters. The lake 
water will carry the heat back 
to the lake, which is big enough 
to absorb it without raising the 
lake temperature. 
I So much for the heat. 
! Chilled water, in the mean­ 
time, will be carried from the 
plant through another two miles 
of pipes back to the houses and 
shops. 
A cooling coil will be con­ 
cealed on top of each gas - fired 
furnace. Ductwork will carry 
either cool or warm air, depend­ 
ing on the season, from the fur­ 
nace to all parts of the house. 
Community air conditioning 
is said to have several advan­ 
tages over individual air-condi- 
Uonmg. One is that there’s noth­ 
ing for the homeowner to main­ 
tain 
but

Army is advising reservists to 
sit tight and wait for the switch 
to the National Guard. 
‘’Army reservists have noth­

pleted.” it said. 
Defense officials said Tuesday 
the National Guard will be ex­ 
panded to a 550.000-man force 
wholly on a volunteer basis and 
that a Reserve unit could make 
Ihe change to the Guard if 60 
per cent to 70 per cent of its 
members agreed. 
In response to a s e r i e s of 
questions, the Army among oth­ 
er things confirmed reports that 
the conversion is due to be com­ 
pleted by March 31, 1966. It will 
begin next July I.

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Grassland Crop 
Rotation Comes 
Back to Russia 


MOSCOW (AP. - The grass­ 
lands 
crop 
rotation 
system 
which former Premier Khru­ 
shchev fought to destroy got the 
signal for a comeback today. 
The Soviet Communist party 
organ Pravda charged that rich 
meadowlands and pastures have 
been turned into wastelands "as 
a result of mistakes committed 
during the criticism of the 
grasslands system.” 
Khrushchev launched a fierce 
campaign in 1962 to do away 
with the traditional rotation, 
and get pastures and meadows 
into cultivation of fodder crops 
A. Tyutyunmkov, director of 
the Fodder Institute, wrote in 
Pravda that the nation had lost 
valuable hay fields under Khru­ 
shchev’s scheme, which “did 
not give the anticipated re­ 
sults ” 
The article was the new So­ 
viet regime s fourth major de­ 
parture 
from 
Khrushchev's 
farm policies since his ouster 
Oct 14. 
The 
new 
leadership 
first 
broke the monopoly in plant and 
livestock hybridization and lift­ 
ed restrictions on work based on 
modem genetics. 
Khrushchev's successors then 
reversed his drive to restore 
peasants’ rights to private plots 
and cattle ownership 
Last Sunday. P r a v d a pub­ 
lished a sharp attack on Khru­ 
shchev's widely resented cam­ 
paign to increase the cultivation 
of com.

C harles de Gaulle's victory this 
week on the bread andbutter 
issue of European farm policy 
raises a threat to U S. exports 
of grain 
Officials are now at work on a 
system of farm prices, subsidies 
and import duties that will 
strengthen the French position 
as Western Europe's leading 
supplier. That could elbow out 
American exports 
The French victory came at 
two night sessions of the Euro­ 
pean Common Market council 
at Brussels. Belgium, after De 
Gaulle had threatened to pull 
out if he did not get his way. 
The council finally agreed to 
set i*> a single system of grain 
prices for the six member coun­ 
tries: France. West Germany. 
Italy, 
Belgium, 
Holland and 
Luxembourg 
West Germany— and at the 
last, Italy—resisted 
They did 
not especially oppose French 
leadership on farm matters but 
they were trying to get advan­ 
tages for their own farmers 
The other five had been working 
on West Germany for months to 
consent to a reduction in its 
grain prices, the highest in the 
area. 
The decision to yield was 
made In Bonn last month 
The prices which go into ef­ 
fect in 1967 will still be 30 to * 
per cent higher than today's 
world prices. That is traditional 
in Europe, where governments 
have long kept grain prices high 
to insure an adequate bread 
supply in time of war. 
Now it's not bread that mat­ 
ters so much — Europeans no 
longer lean so heavily on what 
used to be called the staff of 
life. As they grow more pros­ 
perous they consume more beef, 
veal. pork, butter and milk Eu­ 
ropean farm experts point out 
that these are all just a pro­ 
cessed form of feed grain — and 
Europe’s growing market f o r 
feed grain most interests the 
American farmer 
Although the German prices 
will be lowered, the prices the 
French peasants get are going 
to be higher. That means more 
French production, on top of a 
surplus that has forced the 
French government to 
s e l l 
wheat to Red China at bargelli 
rates. 
So there will be pressure on 
the West Germans to buy more 
French wheat. There s a diffi­ 
culty at this point: 
French 
wheat is the soft variety that 
makes 
those 
delicious 
long 
loaves Parisians buy for imme­ 
diate use. Next day you can 
drive nails with them Germans 
like a bread that can be made 
into lunch sandwiches the night 
before, and the German bakers 
want a loaf that can lie on 
shelves for a few days and still 
be salable. To make that they 
need to mix in hard wheat from 
overseas. 
If the Germans have to buy 
more French wheat. American 
experts think, they'U have to 
feed it to the animals — and 
that would cut down America s 
share in the growing feed grain 
market. 
The United States government 
would 
have 
liked 
European 
prices to be set a good deal low­ 
er, so thai there would be no 
chances of increased French 
production But there was never 
much possibility of that 
American officials can con­ 
sole 
themselves 
with 
the 
thought that now Western Eu­ 
rope is in a position to plan its 
production. That means it can 
work on a worldwide agreement 
for the grain trade The United 
States considers this to be an 
f*v<yntial element in the Kenne­ 
dy Round of talks to lower tariff 
barriers. 
This work is due to start next 
month. It is in this agreement, 
and others like it which may, 
follow, that American officials 
will make their pitch to capture 
markets for American farmers 
and the surpluses the American 
government has bought.

More than 600 
volunteer clinicians help teach 
specialties at Southwestern, and 
support of local physicians and 
other prominent citizens was 
an important factor in estab­ 
lishing Southwestern in 1943. 
In 1949. a $2.75 million build­ 
ing program approved by the 
Texas legislature put the medi­ 
cal school on the read to being 
a top institution. Private gifts of 
more than $100,000 supplement­ 
ed the initial appropriation 
The close connection to Park­ 
land is an important part of the 
curriculum. 
"High-grade patient care is a 
vital part of teaching.” Dr. Gill. 
said. ‘‘Our faculty stresses this, 
and as a result Parkland pa­ 
tients whom they and their stu­ 
dents take on receive medical 
care that is probably as thor­ 
ough. and intensive as could be 
had anywhere in this county.” ! 
Dr. Gill’s main problem, now 
that the school's buildings are 
among the best available, is re­ 
cruiting top new faculty mem­ 
bers and replacing those lured 
away by other institutions or 
private industry. 
'‘Competition for top • rank' 
teaching personnel has been1 
very intense, nationwide, ever 
since World War II,” he said. 
“We have started training pro­ 
grams as one means of over­ 
coming the shortage.”
